What are some of the basic American attitudes underlying |

At least a partial answer to that question is given today | 
in a survey just completed by the American Institute of 
Public Opinion. The survey shows that since last spring a 
growing number of Americans have come to believe a Ger- 
man victory in Europe would affect their own lives and 
fortunes directly or indirectly; that America’s economic 
security no less than her military security might be at 
stake. 

Whether American men and women are right or wrong 
in holding such alarms may have far less importance dur- 
ing 1941 than the fact that they do hold them—and that the 
desire to aid Britain may increasingly flow from this 
source. 

Whereas only 47 per cent of those interviewed in a 
nation-wide survey last March thought that a German vic- 
tory would affect them, 71 per cent now think they would 
be affected. 

Less than half of one per cent indicated a belief they 
might be beneficially affected by the victory.of Adolf Hit 
ler’s “New Order” in Europe.

Cargo to U. S. 


Ralph Stockton on Cruis- 
er With $250,000,- 
000 to America.

Playing nursemaid to $250,000;- 
000 in gold bullion is exciting 
business, according to a 20-year- 
old Atlantan who has just arrived 
home from the _ history-making 
voyage of the United States cruis- 
er Louisville, with approximately 


5,600 iron-bound boxes containing 
gold aboard. 

Ralph Stockton, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. -O. M. Stockton, of 1193 Cle- 
burne avenue, N. E., is a fireman, 
second class, on the Louisville, 
one of the fastest boats in Uncle 
Sam’s Navy. This vessel was en- 
trusted with the mysterious voy- 
age which was to result in the 
transfer of the largest amount of 
gold ever brought to this country 
aboard a single ship. 

In British Africa. 

The gold, as previous press re- 
leases had hinted, was taken 
aboard at a small port in British 
South Africa, and was loaded by 
hand in about 10 hours. No idea 
of the ship’s mission was known 
to members of the crew until the 
cruiser made port in Africa. 

Once loaded, the vessel with its 
precious cargo headed for the 
States, and members of the crew 
for the first time in_ several 
months were aware of their des- 
tination. It charted its own course, 
avoiding shipping lanes and arriv- 
ing in slightly longer time than 
‘is customary for a voyage from 
‘the southern part of the dark 
‘continent. 
| For the first time in five 
months, the Louisville is back in 
United States waters. Since last 
fall, the vessel has been cruising 
in South American waters, and 
from Brazil the cruiser put to sea 
with sealed orders for the voyage 
to Africa.

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Health of German Youth 
Nazi Propagandist Goebbels and his satellites 
have had much to say regarding the methods 
of youth training put into operation in Ger- 


many since Hitler came to power. The picture 


they have painted for the outside world has 
been one of boys and girls so trained that a 
weakling is practically unknown among them, 
that they are gymnasts and athletes, physi- 
cally abounding in strength, health and vigor. 

That this is far from the truth is made evi- 
dent by a study of reports by German medical 
men, both of the army and of civilian life. Of 
course, no reports are available since the-be- 


ginning of the war in September, 1939. How- 


ever, those quoted here were all made in 1937 
and 1938 and the conditions of which they 
speak cannot have known much change since. 
Regarding mental qualities, the Méilitar- 
Wochenblatt of December 10, 1938, reports: 
“When the young cadets present them- 
selves for the officers’ examination they us- 
ually excel in a remarkable lack of logic. Logic 
and disciplined thinking are usually replaced 
by an incredible tendency to using meaningless 
claptrap.” 
Meaningless claptrap probably quoted from 
some of the more impressive Hitler orations! 
Further, Dr. Simoneit, head of the psycho- 
logical laboratory at the war ministry of Ber- 


lin, in a lecture given at Hanover on November | 


23, 1937, said: | 

“The psychological examination of the 
cadets has become necessary because the candi- 
dates today exhibit very grave lack of knowl- 
edge and, to a very great extent, have a rather 
faulty point of view in regard to mental work. 
Stupidity and laziness of ‘mind are always de- 
fects of character.” 

Turning from mental weaknesses to the 
purely physical capacity of German youth for 
army service, the Munich Medical Journal of 
April 2, 1937, stated “military examinations in- 
dicate that an alarming number of conscripts 
are incapable of service in the army because of 
flat feet.” 

And a report on examination of “Jungvolk” 
made in May, 1937, asserted, “More than 50 per 
cent of those on worker’s duty and liable to 
military service suffer from foot weakness and 
weakened spines.” 

Steady increase in children’s diseases is also 
revealed in official German figures for 1937. It 
is shown that from 1933 to 1937, the prevalence 
of various diseases had largely increased. Scar- 
let fever cases had jumped from 79,830 to 117,- 
544; diphtheria from 77,340 to 146,733; infantile 
paralysis from 1,318 to 2,723; dysentery from 
2,685 to 7,545, and meningitis from 617 to 1,574. 

Undoubtedly the “shock troops” of the Ger- 
man army that swept through northern France, 
the crews of the first line German air force 
and the operators of the mechanized advance 


units were the pick of German youth of today. 
The reports given here, however, all taken 


from authentic German sources, indicate that 
the problem of replacements for her fighting 
forces will not be easy once Germany begins to 
feel the growing weight -of British fighting 
power.

Lumber and Defense 

Leon Henderson, a member of the National 
Defense Commission, presumably knows where- 
of he speaks when he charges the lumber in- 
dustry with too high prices and too slow de- 
liveries. Henderson was, certainly, forceful 
enough in his statement on the subject and his 
emphasis indicates there is genuine ground for 
dissatisfaction. 

Henderson will recommend, he says, that the 
President fix prices for lumber, as he has the 
authority to do, and then use the selective 
service act to draft lumber for the building of 
camps for Uncle Sam’s new army of drafted 
men. It will be remembered that the amend- 
ment to the selective service act, providing au- 
thority for the drafting of industry, was intro- 
duced by Georgia’s junior senator, Richard B. 
Russell. 

It has been heartbreaking to loyal Ameri- 
cans to witness delays caused in the defense 
program by labor disturbances and strikes, as 
well as by manufacturing technicalities. If, as 
Henderson charges, such important material 
as lumber is the object of.unjustified profiteer- 
ing and is being unnecessarily delayed in de- 
livery, it will only be justice for the government 
to use whatever authority is needed to bring 
the lumber industry into line. 

While faults of others do not excuse any who 
put obstructions in the path of the defense pro- 
gram, it is simple justice to apply the same 
rules to industry as to labor and manpower. 
If either refuses to volunteer, or does not put 
forth its best efforts for the sake of the na- 
tional safety, the draft must be resorted to. 
It would be unfair to American citizenship gen- 
erally to permit such a condition to continue 
when the remedy is at hand.

PROPHECY ON BRITAIN’S FUTURE W A SHINGTON, 
Jan. 26.—The thing 


to remember about Charles A. Lindbergh’s prediction of the course 
of the war is that Lindbergh speaks for the group of American air- 
men, in the army and out, who bet their professional reputations 
on Germany even before the war started. Last summer, after the 
fall of France, when these men confidently prophesied total German 
victory in a few days or weeks, they actually convinced the military 
intelligence section of the War Department. Through the military 
intelligence, they even half convinced the President himself. 

They were grossly in error then. As their professional pride 
is deeply involved, there is every reason to suspect they are equally 
in error now. Possibly they may be right, for in these grim times 
there is no such thing as certainty on the earth. But to any think- 
ing man, the plans and expectations of the British high command, 
who are directing the fighting in this war, are both more interesting 
and more impressive. 

Briefly, the story the British have told the President and other 
American high officials is as follows: Although they know that a 
very terrible time is immediately ahead, they expect to get through 
the spring and summer battered but essentially intact. Then, after 
a winter of intensive preparation in Britain and intensive produc- 
tion of war materials in this country, they plan an offensive on the 
continent. Lindbergh flatly says this is impossible, but the British 
generals are quite as sure that with command of the sea, equality 
in the air, an army of 4,000,000 and superiority in morale and re- 
sources, they can begin rolling the Germans back from the coasts 
of Europe. Their only doubt is whether our intensive output of raw 
materials will begin in time. 


TYPE OF EXPERT Because of Lindbergh’s denunciation of 
the lend-lease bill, it is worth inquiring 
more closely into his credentials and the credentials of the group 
he represents. 
Roughly speaking, they are men passionately interested in avia- 
tion, in whom Germany’s early emphasis on the importance of air 
strength produced a natural professional deformation. Officers of 
the air corps, reading the reports of the German air program; 
American air manufacturers, visiting German air plants before the 
war, air technicians, hearing of German advances—all were in- 
evitably inclined to assume that Germany could not help but win. 
In the army they heard the same assumption from certain officers 
who had been tickled in all their professionally sensitive spots by 
the total militarization of the German nation. Although many of 
these men were acquainted, they did not get together. They merely 
formed a powérful body of opinion of which Lindbergh was the 
prime spokesman. 

Until the fall of France, theirs was a minority opinion. The 
French collapse was their professional triumph. For a time most 
other sects of military thought surrendered to them. Towards the 
end of July, the military intelligence went so far as to submit to 
the President a memorandum positively forecasting that within ten 
days to two weeks after the beginning of an all-out German attack, 
the British air force would either be driven from the air or forced 
to seek refuge in Scottish bases. 

Fortunately for the world, this forecast did not materialize. 
When it failed to do so, successive explanations and new forecasts 
were firmly trotted out. 

_Any one who followed American military opinion last summer 
will remember how the British were first expected to go under in a 
couple of weeks because they had lost their channel airports, and 
then how, it was said that pilot fatigue would finish them soon, 
and then how their industrial production was supposed to have been 
Stopped dead. But each of these forecasts, in turn, also failed to 
materialize. 

Although all the airmen are completely loyal Americans, and 
most of them are pro-British in private sympathy, the events of the 
summer produced in them more than a trace of professional irrita- 
tion Some of them took it almost as a personal insult that the 
British had not substantiated their prophecies. Hardly one of them 
admitted for an instant that the German strength might have been 
exaggerated or the. British underestimated. And consequently 
serious friction began to develop between the air corps and the 
military intelligence, which was again refusing to take air corps 
dicta at face value. This friction has continued and grown worse 
until the present. 


WHAT THE PEOPLE WANT In his testimony, Lindbergh 

clearly signified his whole- 
hearted acceptance of the most extreme German claims. He put 
German air production at around 5,000 planes a month. although 
even our air corps does not guess it above 3,500, and the latest army 
report As that it fell as low as 1,200 in November and December. 
He omitted Britain from his list of great air powers, while including 
this country and Japan, both obviously weaker than Britain in the 
air. He also omitted all mention of the increasing evidence of 
deficiencies and weaknesses in the German war effort. 

Official reports show something very like a German transport 
breakdown. While crediting Germany with sufficient production 
of synthetic gasoline and fuel oil, they contain striking evidence of 
an extremely serious fuel oil shortage. They also indicate the possi- 
bility of an explosive shortage, and cast grave doubt on the morale 
of the German troops. But Lindbergh said nothing of these things 

Certainly it is in the realm of possibility that Britain wil] go 
under this summer. Certainly no one should be too optimistic 
about the plans presented to the President by the British high com- 
mand. Yet In deciding how to act, the risks attendant on. the 
alternative courses should be carefully weighed. It should be con- 
sidered, for example, what kind of future United States is implied in 
Lindbergh’s curiously cryptic remarks about air bases in Canada 
driving the Germans out of South America and the economic organ- 
ization of the hemisphere. If his words mean anything, they mean 
a future of imperialism and autarchy. Possibly this is what the 


American people want.

High wages in defense work and lumber cut and sold from the 
woods lot are doing it. 

Going to Milledgeville and return on last Saturday one could see 
this. Our car passed a dozen or more trucks, loaded with pine logs, 
hurrying to sawmills that have sprung up along all roads in Georgia. 

The Army is crying for lumber. And Georgians, with this new 
cash crop calling for more and more, are cutting timber and hauling 
it. Places where I remembered old, deserted sawdust piles are alive 
now. The portable sawmills are going and the whine of saw blades 
can be heard. The pleasant, clean smell of burning sawdust is on 
the air. ; 

We are in it. And things are rolling. 

I heard stories of timber yards where the government called up 
and said, “Don’t take any more orders. We are coming to take all 
you’ve got.” 

And one may see, too, the new yards where the fresh-cut pine 
is stacked. 

This—and wages—which are coming back home from carpenters 
and truck drivers and mule skinners at the defense projects, are 
being translated into new automobiles and other things. I counted 
a dozen of these cars on the way to and from Milledgeville. All of 
them stood beside houses which would not bring the prices of the 
tires. 

We’re in it. And things are rolling. 


YOU THINK NOT?. Maybe you don’t think so. Well, there 
was the little drama in Macon on Saturday 
last,which will do as an illustration. 

What happened? 

Well, workers on Macon’s Camp Wheeler and on Macon’s airport 
and other projects (the war already has been good to Macon), saw 
$250,000 in cash passed out of the bank windows into the hands of 
workers. 

Macon is a city of about 70,000 persons and Macon cheerfully 
estimates that half of that quarter-million dollars each pay day is 
finding its way into the stores, the offices of doctors, dentists and 
into other business and professions in Macon. 

The other half is going all over Georgia. It is- being mailed back 
home or telegraphed back home. Or sent in money orders. . 

The old lady and the kids are taking care of those little farms— 
which paid off, net, not more than a week’s wages at the end of the 
year. 

That will do for one example. There is Hinesville, which pays 
off almost as much money each pay day. And there are the other 
projects over the state. Atlanta has a few of them. 

There will be more projects. ‘All over the state the logs are 
falling. At banks money is being handed out to men who haven't 
known any real money in years. All over the state there are new 
wash tubs, new dresses, new teeth, new pants, new shoes, new hats, 
new underwear being bought. And new machines are going ‘into 
homes—radioes, washing machines, and others. 

And we've just got started. All this has happened with just 1.9 
billions of dollars of the more than 19 billion the government has 
appropriated, going into circulation. 

Imagine what things will be like—a little mad and giddy—when 
all that 19 billion is in circulation. 

We are in it. And things are rolling.

MILLEDGEVILLE Milledgeville itself remains one of the most 


pleasant and busy of Georgia’s cities. It was 
the site of the state capitol for more than half a century. And it 
was one of the cultural centers of the state in its early history and 
has done what some other such centers of those days have not 
done—retained that active culture. 

There was a time when steamboats came up the Altamaha and 
Oconee rivers from Darien to Milledgeville, and later, for that mate 
ter, up the Ocmulgee to Macon. There was a time, in 1812, when 
busy Milledgeville set up a sabre factory there to supply the Ameri- 
can troops. They made five dozen sabres a week and no doubt there 
were those who pointed out how long it took American industry to 
get into production. 7 

Today the women’s college at Milledgeville is a very real center laa 
of education and culture, wielding a significant influence for good \ 
over all south Georgia. It has just completed its fifth annual 
Institute of Human Relations. And it is turning out an unusually 
high-type graduate, intelligent, active, interested in the real prob- 
lems of the day. 


Anyone who visits the schools of the University System of Geor- 
gia and sees the students comes away with an improved belief in 
the future. They are thinking more than any students of past gen- 
erations. And, most encouraging, they are doing their own thinking 
and not accepting anything as fact until they have done their own 
investigating and learned it for themselves. 

For those looking for a pleasant drive, requiring not more than 
two and a half hours of pleasant driving, I can recommend that 
drive to Milledgeville. It will require but half of some Sunday and 
one may see a lot of Georgia.

Enjoys Hating the Winners 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


A wise old man, addressing a Sunday school class of young men 
some years ago, said this: “One in each ten of you will succeed; 
the others will fail. And the few successes will be the ones who 
are now planning their lives instead of drifting.” 

He might have added this: “You all know a few successful 
men. If you admire them, you may be inspired to do as well; if 
you hate them, you won’t try.” 

We all have a remarkable ability to fool ourselves; and in order 
to preserve our self-respect, we give ourselves credit for some 
decent motive when our behavior is prompted by envy. 

When a handsome city youngster appeared in the little country 
town in which I spent my boyhood, the native jokelry could find 
no words to express its resentment. He was charming and friendly. 
and easily surpassed all of us in athletic stunts, but we called him 
a dude and a sissy and professed to loathe and despise him. 

But the sad truth was that his poise and assurance and wonder- 
ful clothes made us painfully conscious of our inferiority, and our 
little souls were filled with envy. 

We dislike those we envy and those who seem a living reproach 
because they make us conscious of our ignorance or uncouthness 
or lack of virtue. 

“IT despise those goody-goody sissies” usually means: “They 
make me ashamed of the way I’m living.” 

“I loathe those stuck-up, swell-headed people” usually means: 
“They dislike books and artists and dramas of which I know nothe- 
ing, and it makes me feel inferior.” 

But the most common cause of malice is the wealth of the 
successful. We profess to hate them because they are crooked and 
evil, but we are fooling ourselves. What troubles us is simple envy. 

Envy can be a wholesome thing when it prompts the sublime 
dissatisfaction that impels people to struggle out of their lowly 
place and climb to the top. They outgrow their bitterness when 
they outgrow the reason for it. 

But envy that prompts no ambition or effort to improve be- 
comes a chronic malice. And it is ruinous, for it consoles those who 
would rather sit and hate than struggle to win.

The Rumanian Iron Guard, orig- 
inally recruited from among dis- 
possessed artistocratic land own- 
ers, Bucharest high society and 
young people, has followed for 
years an established policy of ter- 
rorism.

The Guards survived official 
dissulution and mass slayings dur- 
ing King Carol’s regime in his 
attempt to purge it from Rumania, 
and its members repeatedly plot- 
ted against Carol’s life. 

It had a hand in many killings 
in Rumania before the rebellion. 
Only last November the Guardists 
exacted bloody revenge for the 
death of its founder, Corneliu Ze- 
lea Codreanu. 

Since 1930, the Iron Guard was 
the only party in Rumania to ad- 
vocate close relations with Ger- 
many instead of France. 


Flu Epidemic 
Of World-Wide 
Size Predicted 


Disease Will Be Worse 
in Europe, Scientist 


Declares. 


DURHAM, N. C., Jan. 26.—(4)— 
A Duke University bacteriologist 
predicted today that influenza 


would soon be a world-wide epi- 
demic, possibly becoming the ar- 


biter of the war. 

Dr. David T. Smith, professor of 
bacteriology at the Duke school of 
medicine, said the epidemic would 
be worse in Europe for two rea- 
sons: 

First, the war, which makes mil- 
lions live in unhygienic conditions 
and also keeps them undernour- 
ished; second, the fact that the 
wave began in this country and is 
moving eastward, and _ influenza 
waves, he said, generally increase 


'in virulency as they move. 


Hence Europe can expect to be 
stricken with a more virulent form 
of the disease at a time when 
most of the population is in poor- 
-est condition to fight it. What will

| “The answer is obvious,” 
‘Smith said. 

_ Dr. Smith went into the medi- 
cal school library records and 
came up with this data to support 
his contention: 

The disease is not a killer itself, 
| but millions have died in its wake 
during epidemics. The last world- 
wide spread of influenza was 
1918-19 when in less than 12 
months there were more than 
200,000,000 cases and more than 
10,000,000 deaths. In the United 
States, in less than six months 
there were 20,000,000 cases and 
450,000 deaths. 

Influenza lowers bodily resist- 
ance, and those who get up too 
early fall prey to more serious 
disease. 

Dr. Smith said the epidemic in 
this country was getting beyond 
the stage where the term “epidem+ 
ic” fitted and that it was wide- 
spread enough to be called “pan- 
demic.” 

He said the current wave was 
mild, that it would continue to 
spread eastward to Europe with 
about 50 per cent of the popula- 
tion contracting it, and then it 
would die down for a time. 

But in the fall there will be a 
virulent burst of cases throughout 
the world, said Dr. Smith, and the 
number of deaths will be high. 
Thereafter the pandemic will “ta- 
per off over a period of several 
years in small, recurrent waves.” 
| $Such may be expected, the doc-

Of Salivary 
Glands 
Are Many 


By Dr. William Brady. 


The rapid passage of the food 
through the mouth (I quote from 
Best & Taylor’s ‘Physiological 
Basis of Medical Practice,” 1937) 
precludes the possibility that it is 
acted on here by the saliva to any 
appreciable extent. 

Starling’s “Human Physiology” 
(1936) says the main function of 
the saliva is to moisten the food 
and facilitate its mastication and 
deglution—chewing and swallow- 
ing to you, Mr. Jones. 

The saliva contains a digestive 
enzyme called ptyalin which, if 
given time, converts starch into 


sugar—its action may be demon- 
strated by holding some boiled or 
baked potato in the mouth for sev- 
eral moments, and then testing for 
Sugar (with Fehling’s solution). 
The ptyalin converts starch into 
maltose and dextrin; the maltose 
is not absorbed, but must be later 
further converted into dextrose in 
the intestine, by the combined ac- 
tion of ptyalin (in the mouth and 
for a limited time in the stomach 
after the food is swallowed and 
before the stomach acidity be- 
comes strong enough to stop the 
ptyalin action, and maltase (an 
enzyme in the pancreatic juice); 
only when converted finally into 
dextrose (glucose) in the intestine 
is the food absorbed. 


There is probably a good deal of 
truth, at least food for thought, in 
the observation quoted from Best 
& Taylor. The way we wolf our 
food, on the run, always in a hur- 
ry to get back at our loafing, and 
wash it down with one beverage 
or another or even dunk it before 
putting it into the mouth at all, 
the ptyalin doesn’t get much 
chance to work, and neither do the 
other functions of the saliva. Oth- 
er functions, which you have 
probably forgotten, are (1) prepa- 
ration of the food for swallowing 
by moistening it so it can be roll- 
ed into a plastic mass and lubri- 
cating the mass; 
bits of the food so they may stim- 
ulate the taste buds (besides the 
pleasure this gives, it promotes 
better digestion further along the 
digestive tract, as we shall see 
later); (3) constant rinsing of 
mouth and teeth, keeping them 
cleaner than any artificial mouth- 
wash or dentifrice possibly can— 
if the saliva is normal; (4) moist- 
ening and lubricating mouth, 
tongue, throat and lips, keeping
